Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-17, 19-31, 34-40, 47-49, 52-60 are allowed. (Renumbered as 1- 
48) 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: . 

Prior art of record do not teach the combination of claimed elements including the 
limitation: "said digital file is stored on said computer-readable medium using a single 
self contained file and includes computer-executable instructions for enacting said 
interactivity" as recited in independent claims 1,15, 29, and 47. Prior art of record do 
not teach the combination of claimed elements including the limitation "at least one of 
said boxes containing an audio file, wherein said digital file is stored on said computer- 
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readable medium using a single self-contained file and includes computer-executable 
instructions for playing said audio file" as recited in independent claim 60. 

Thus, prior art of record neither renders obvious nor anticipates the combination 
of claimed elements in light of the specification. After a further search and a thorough 
examination of the present application and in light of the prior art made of record, claims 
are allowed. Dependent claims are allowed at least by virtue of their dependency from 
claims 1,15, 29, 47 and 60.
